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Infectious  diseases  were  responsible  for  5 deaths  - 
acute  polioryelitis  1,  influenza  3^  ^ud  pneuiiionia  1. 

There  were  2 deaths  fror.i  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory 
system  giving  a mortality  rate  of  0,31  ? the  rate  of  England  and 
Wales  being  0.36c 

11  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  in  one  form  or  another. 


INEEGTIOUS  DISEASES 


1 63  ses  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the 
year.  Measles,  infectious  hepatitis  and  whooping  cough  were 
responsible  for  1A7  of  the  notifications. 

D1EEGTIQUS  HEPATITIS 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1949  it  was  stated  that  a higher 
incidence  of  this  disease  had  then  been  anticipated.  There  were  38 
notifications  of  this  ca.use  of  jaundice,  an  increase  of  30  over  the 
previous  year. 

IvEEi.SEES  AIJD  WHOOPING  COUGH 


These  diseases  had  been  prevalent  throughout  England  and 
Whales  in  1950  and,  as  their  incidence  in  East  Dereton  in  1949  had  been 
loY/,  it  was  not  surprising  to  find  that  many  of  the  susceptible  children 
contracted  these  diseases.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  early 
years  of  school  life,  a period  when  susceptibles  are  liable  to  be 
exposed  to  the  greatest  risks. 


PNEITMONI/. 


The  incidence  of  pnemnonia  was  very  Iovy,  only  5 cases  being 
notified,  .i.lthough  the  rainfall  wes  very  much  above  the  average 
throughout  the  year  the  wea.ther  in  the  winter  and  spring  months  v/as 
not  severe . 

Influenza,  in  which  pneumonia  is  so  frequently  a complication, 
did  not  c-ssuiuev/ide spread  proportions,  as  it  did  in  some  other  parts  of 
the  countr^^j  and  was  a relativel^^  mild  disease.  6 patients  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Dereham  suffering  from  influenza. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


Of  the  4 cases  notified,  1 was  fatal  and  the  other  3 made 
good  recoveries  without  any  residual  paralysis.  The  source  of 
infection  v/as  not  traced  in  an^r  of  the  cases  wHich  did  not  appear  to 
be  connected  in  any  way  and  occurred  at  -wide  intervals.

CEREBRO-SPmL  FEVER 


Two  cases  occurred  in  the  Children's  Hone  in  April.  These 
were  renoved  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  nade  conplete  recoveries. 

In  the  course  of  the  investigations  10  other  children  v/ere  ascertained 
to  he  carriers  of  the  ca.usal  organism,  hut  only  3 of  these  children 
shoY\red  any  clinical  signs  v/hich  incidentally  were  not  indicative  of 
this  disease  e i..s  a precautionary  measure  the^r  were  also  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  can  he  little  douht  that  the  disease  was  contracted  from 
one  of  the  memhers  of  the  staff  who  had,  for  some  time,  suffered  from 
a heavy  cold  and  was  herself  a carrier  of  the  organism. 


Chicken  pox  and  mumps  was  prevalent  ta\Yards  the  end  of  the  ^T-ear  - 
these  diseases  are  not  notifiable

One  case,  notified  in  July,  occurred  in  a young  woman  of 
29.  The  illness  was  so  mild  in  character  that  she  did  not  consult  her 
family  doctor  for  a week  after  the  onset  of  the  s^rmptonsc  Lahorator^r 
investigations  isolated  S.  typhiiuuriuja  and  a moderate  grovrth  of 
Staphylococcus  aureus  was  present.  It  was  believed  that  fish 
purchased  in  Dereham  may  hai.ve  heeri  responsible  for  this  case. 

B^^elaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  act, 
1958,  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanita.ry  and  Cleanly  Conditions 
and  Practices  in  Connection  v/ith  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Deliverer 
of  Food  and  Sale  of  Pood  in  the  Open  Air  v\rere  adopted  by  the  Council. 

The  pamphlet  "The  Custoiaer’s  Health  is  in  Your  Hands" 
issued  b^T-  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  was  distributed 
to  all  businesses  engaged  in  the  prepara^tion  and  handling  of  food.

The  Council’s  ivateinvorks  continued  to  provide  an  adequate 
suppl^^  of  pure  Ghlorina.ted  water. 


There  was  no  need  to  Papose  any  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
Y/ater  during  the  year.  Nevertheless^  although  there  was  an  aiiiple 
rainfall  it  v;as  necessary  to  deliver  a regular  v/eekly  supply/-  of  water 
to  three  properties  in  the  district  where  the  v/ells  had  failed 
completely.  In  addition  water  v/as  supplied  to  Mitford  & Launditch 
R.D.G.  for  delivery  to  certain  parishes. 

Seven  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  laboratory  reports  v/ere  ’'highly  satisfactory"  in  six  cases.  In 
the  seventh  case  the  unsatisfactory  laboratory  report  \Yas  almost  certainl^^ 
the  result  of  faulty  collection  of  the  sample  as  subsequent  samples 
Prmediatel^T-  taken  from  three  different  districts  of  the  toxm,  including 
the  unsatisfactoiy  sampling  site,  were  all  found  to  be  highly  satisfactory^ 


One  sample  v/as  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  the  report , 
Y/hich  Y/as  satisfactory,  is  given  a^s  an  appendix. 


After  communications  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Council 
have  decided  to  sink  a bore  on  Etling  G-reen  to  supply  the  adjoining 
cottages.
